FROM THE DARK CONTINENT 


Glimpse of the Lite of the Native 


Boys at the Mission Schools 


at Work and Play. 


REACH THE SPOT, 


Gordon Parker, who 


tiated at College here IHM June and 
weut later as a mitmioimrv teacher to 
Muliletibur;; Minion, .Monro\ia. Li- 
l«eria, Africa. M rote the I'nllmviiui very 
intereHtniK letter to a Irientl in town 
to be read to the Hand of Hope. Mr. 
Parker alwu.VK beini: tuin-li interested 
in the Hand. The letter Ims been read 
lo the children and was highly appre- 
ciated both as remembrance and on 
account of it* interest. The CoMi'lUM 
takew ^reat pleasure in producing the 
letter, some of the more personal parts 
to the Hand being omitted. 


First of a!' 1 must tell you of our 


l>ovs, tor alter all they are the nearest 
to inv heart. There are a great many 
more here than 
I 
had 
expected 


to see. Instead of only 4"> or ;M) we 
have W at this station alone aud HO 
more iu the live different schools back 
iu the interior. 


'Ihese boys are black "for true" and 


average in age from five to twenty 
years. 
They don't reckon ages by 


years here for the native doesn't know 
what a year is. 80 they reckon by 
the number of rice farms cut aud pre- 
pared. For example, if a boy is ten 
years old his mother will tell you that 
he is ten rice farms old. 


Most of the boys came to the mission 


within the last few years and all came 
from heathen homes. Their mothers 
and fathers often come to the mission 
to see them and have for their cloth- 
ing just a small piece of cloth. The 
boy when he first comes has hardly 
more than a little rag around him and 
it is often very amusing lo see them 
getting into their lirst waist or shirt 
aud pants. It is like a Chinese puz- 
zle to some of them for they have seen 
nothing like them before. 


It is very interesting to see the boys 


play, too. 
Back iu the "Bush" or 


heathen country where they came 
frotn they have no such games as 
marbles, base ball and dominoes, so 
they have to make up games with 
just such things as they ha\e aud can 
find. 
Many of them have played 


with nothing more than sand and peb- 
bles. They certainly do Jove to sing 
though, and many of their games are 
played while singing. Of course the 
songs are iu their own language and 
are from their homes also. Base ball 
has been taught them here at the 
Mission and many of the boys can 
play tmite well. This year we intro- 
duced some of your American games, 
like dominoes and crokonole and from 


• the. merry sounds I hear coming from 


the game room that I fixed for them I 
'feel sure that they are enjoying them. 


1 do wish you could have been with 


usonX-Masday for we had a fine 
time. The boys were so happy and 
made such a noise that one could scar- 
cely "hear himself think." Theeven- 
ing before X-Mas I had the boys 
gather a lot of banana leaves and palm 
branches which are herein abundance. 
With these the boys helped to decorate 
the dining room and tables and it cei- 
tainly did look fine. Then we threw 
flowers all around and at each boys 
place we put a nice large dinner of 
rice, meat, okri and sweet potatoe 
pown, a little present and a box of 
candy and cakes. Grandma Fields, 
our colored mammie and matron here, 
said it wag the best time the boys had 
for ten years. The day 'was bright 
and sunny and by noon was too hot to 
play ball but the boys made me feel 
like Xmas even though the hot weath- 
er, flowers and green lulls of coffee 
and banana trees tried to make me 
believe it was summer aud the Fourth 
of July instead of Xuoas.

I am fast making friends and eujoy 


goiug about visitiug the natives in 
their little mud houses. 
Many oi 


them come to iny rooms and I often 
show them the Band of Hope picture, 
which is such a source of joy aud conx- 
fort to rue. They can hardly under- 
stand it for they have never seen a 
white boy or girl, and to tell them that 
the great'car of the picture runs with- 
out having oxen to draw it sounds likt 
a fairy tale to them. We have nothing 
but two wheel carts and oxen here. 


JNow I can tell you of only one more 


thing in this letter and that is how 
our boys spend their day at the mis- 
! sion. We have no school now for this 
is the hot season and will continue as 
such up until April. Since the boys! 
have no school they spend more of 
their time at work. 


Their day usually begins very early, 


many times long before I open my 
eyes. They usually play around until 
about 0 o'clock when a bell calls them 
to morning prayers, which lasts about 
45 minutes. After the prayer service 
is dismissed you can hear the boys 
overseer shout with a loud, gruff voice 
"Fall out! Oue, two, three," which 
menus that he wants all three grades 
of boys to fall iu line. He then drills 
them for awhile and then orders them 
to taEe their hoes. These he uses as 
guns and it is very amusing to hear 
him call his commands and see the 
boys respond. 
If he is working a row 


of potatoes he gets his boys all along 
the row, then gives his command, 
"get 
ready, aim, lire," aud every hoe 


comes down at the same time. 


During the coflee picking time he 


has his drill with baskets and sends 
his boys to the trees with military i 
commands.
